Associate Dean’s car stolen from campus

The Macon city police recovered 
Priscilla Danheiser’s car Sunday 
night after it had been stolen from 
the Wesleyan campus Wed. . Sept. 
14. The 1988 Honda Accord was 
found abandoned on Knoxville 
Road near the Motorcross, which 
is in Southwest Macon. 

Danheiser, Wesleyan’s Associate 
^ ean » said that the car was “heavi- 
ly damaged,’’ but not stripped, as 
*he police had expected the car to 
he. The automobile had been run 
0v er a stump and into a tree, both 
instances damaging the car. Also, 
the doors, sun roof, and trunk had 
been left open during the rain, 
damaging the interior of the car. 


Because the interior was wet, 
police could not dust for 
fingerprints. 

Danheiser said nothing of value 
was taken from the car. The only 
missing items were some cassette 
tapes, a child’s car seat, some food 
such as hotdogs and hamburgers 
that Danheiser had purchased just 
before the car was stolen, and 
Danheiser’s purse, which contain- 
ed nothing of value. Some papers 
were also missing out of the glove 
compartment. 

A contact paper-covered tape 
case not belonging to Danheiser 
was found in the car. 

Danheiser said that the incident 
seemed to her like “joyriding’ 
because nothing of value was 


the car was 


taken, but 
“destroyed.” 

The car was stolen Wed., Sept. 

14 between 8:30-9 p.m. in front of 
the Fitness Center on the Wesleyan 
campus. The actual theft occurred 
within a five minute lime span bet- 
ween the time Danheiser entered 
the Fitness Center to pick up her 
husband and child and the time 
Peter Smith and Mark Ledbetter, 
two Wesleyan professors, left the 
building. Danheiser said that the 
police told her that the thieves 
could have followed her from 
Kroger, where she had been shop- 
ping, or they could have been 
waiting on campus. The police also 
said that such thefts occur every 
day in the Macon area.

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Freshmen speak out on Orientation

In a random, non-scientific sam- 
ple of the freshman class, all of 
those interviewed concerning 
freshman orientation replied that 
orientation had helped them adjust 
to college life, although some 
students were more supportive than 
others. 

Many of those interviewed were 
very much in favor of orientation, 
saying that it was “very” or 
“definitely” helpful. One student 
responding said orientation was on- 
ly “somewhat” helpful in adjusting 
to college life.

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Ruffier opens 


Wesleyan convocation series 


“Strive to be all that you can be’" 
was Joan Ruffier’s message to 
Wesleyan students at the 1988 Fall 
Convocation on Thursday, 
September 8. Dr. Mark Ledbetter 
gave the Invocation at the official 
start of the 1988-89 Wesleyan 
academic year, followed by 
welcoming remarks by President 
Ackerman and greeting from Deb- 
bie Stevenson, Gena Franklin and 
Mrs. Valeria Murphey on behalf of 
the students, alumnae and trustees. 

When Dean Ethel Cullinan in- 
troduced Joan Ruffier, Chair of the 
State University System of Florida 
Board of Regents, she emphasized 
the fact that Ruffier is the first 
woman and Certified Public Ac- 
countant to hold her position. She 
runs two businesses, snack bar con- 
cessions at airports, and has sat on 
the boards of various hospitals, 
universities, banks, schools and 
social service organizations. In ad- 
dition to her numerous professional 
achievements, Ruffier is married to 
a “splendid fellow” and is the 
mother of three children. 

At the outset of her speech, Ruf- 
fier referred to a speech Gloria 
Steinem made at Wellesley College 
several years ago. She stressed the 
importance of tradition at 
Wesleyan, and asked her audience 
to determine what tradition means 
to them as they prepare for life in 


the twenty-first century. 

“Will the Wesleyan experience 
prepare you for life in the twenty- 
first century?” she asked, adding 
that the sense of tradition as 
Wesleyan “implies stability, values 
and a reverence for the past in the 
twentieth century, a time of in- 
stability and anxiety for the 
future.” 

“Work is what motivates you to 
be the best you can be.” Ruffier 
emphatically stated, telling the 
students that even though attending 
a woman’s college will help 
prepare them for life in the twenty- 
first century, they will all need to 
strive and have career goals. 
Quoting Steinem. Ruffier said, 
“Having it all sometimes means 
doing it all-in other words, in 
order for the twenty-first century to 
live up to its past, society will have 
to utilize the best people, both men 
and women.” 

“There is something we each 
need to survive the twenty-first 
century', asserted Ruffier. “It is a 
sense of who you are, of what 
you'll become and of how you’ll be 
living in the next few years.” Ac- 
cording to Ruffier, a person must 
understand herself in order to func- 
tion as a successful asset to society .

Additionally, Ruffier feels that 
one should take time to build her 
self-image and confidence: II 

something makes you different, 
then nurture it,” she declared 
vehemently. She stressed the im- 
portance of daring to risk and of 
try ing new and different things, and 
she told everyone in her audience 
to strive for balance in their lives. 

“Take time to be with yourself,” 
she asserted, urging her audience 
to recognize the inner urges which 
promote new growth. “Not to 
grow is to die,” she stated em- 
phatically. “It is important to look 
inside yourself every once in 
awhile and to try a new direction 
when the urge hits- Be comfortable 
with change!” 

In conclusion, Ruffier stressed 
that her audience would become 
“Partners of the Future” if they, 
“as good women, can take respon- 
sibility to stand with good men. If 
we seek wholeness and help men 
to, then we will gift the world with 
healthy , whole, and, most impor- 
tantly. happy men and women.”

PMS: More Than A Bad Excus, 
For An Even Worse Mood 


The letters "PMS” do not sund 

for "Purely Mental State, 
stands for Premenstrual Syndrome, 
a physical, as well as a mental 
disorder that is very real to PMS 
victims. 

Premenstrual Syndrome occurs 
in ovulating women before their 
menstrual period. According to the 
PMS Program Center in Creve 
Coeur, Missouri, PMS is 
“characterized by a variety of emo- 
tional and physical symptoms that 
occur regularly before a woman s 
period.’* 

Dr. Douglass E. Ott, a 
gynecologist and reproductive 
microsurgeon who practices in 
Macon, described PMS as a 
“cyclic event in which there is a 
variable amount of time before 
menstruation.” He especially 
stressed the word “cyclic” which 
puts more emphasis on the symp- 
toms of PMS that occur every 
month for the victims. 

There are many of symptoms 
PMS, including irritability, 
achiness, breast tenderness, 
bloating, dietary cravings, and 
depression. Information provided 
by Ott shows that about 10-12 
million women in the country suf- 
fer from premenstrual syndrome. 
However, these women are not 
lumped into one category of PMS 
sufferers. They are divided into 
four groups based on their 
symptoms. 

PMS-A is PMS that has the 
symptoms of anxiety and nervous 
tension. Eighty to 90% of the coun- 
try’s female population are victims 
of PMS-A. 

PMS-H includes the symptoms 
of weight gain and breast 
tenderness. Victims of PMS-H 
range from 60 to 65%. 

PMS-C deals with dietary crav- 
ings such as cravings for sweet or 
salty foods. Victims in this 
category may also suffer heart 
palpitations or fainting spells. Forty 
percent of women experience 
PMS-C. 

The most severe PMS category 
occurs in only three percent of the 
nation's female production. This 
category is known as PMS-D. The 
symptoms consist of extreme 
depression and withdrawal. These 
PMS victims are possible suicidal 
risks. 

The term “PMS" has been 
around for about 50 years, although 
the physical disorder has been with 
women throughout history. Two 
court cases brought PMS to na- 
tional attention and established it as 
a disorder that was real, both 
physically and mentally. According 


,o Premenstrual Syndrome and 

You by Dr. Neils H. Lauersen and 
Eileen Stukane, two women. San- 
die Smith and Christine English 
and murder charges lowered 
because of the fact that they were 
PMS sufferers. 

Ott stated that there are certain 
physical and mental symptoms. 
However, it is hard to draw a 
definite line in certain cases 
because every woman is different. 
The cause of PMS is still unknown. 
“There is a lot we don't know, 
said Ott, "but we do know that it 
is real.” 

Diagnosing PMS victims is dif- 
ficult. When a woman goes to her 
doctor to be evaluated as a PMS 
sufferer, a careful study of her 
medical history is made. Each of 
Ott’s PMS patients is asked to com- 
plete chart of PMS symptoms on a 
monthly time table. This assists in 
the diagnosis of PMS. 

For example, Ott may notice that 
the patient’s PMS symptoms occur 
only during the second half of her 
menstrual cycle. Then, he can 
make an educated guess that his pa- 
tient is a sufferer of PMS. Only fur- 
ther study of the patient can deter- 
mine to what degree she has PMS 
and the treatment that might be 
right for her special case. 

The hardest diagnosis occurs in 
the PMS-D victims. Ott has treated 
a few cases but he says it is a very 
sensitive procedure to get the vic- 
tim to trust him. Since the sufferer 
does have heavy emotional and 
mental symptoms occurring within 
her cycle, Ott prefers to use the 
assistance of a psychologist. Both 
physicians work together in the 
treatment of the victim. 

Linda Bittrick, who answered the 
toll-free information line on PMS 
located in Stoughton, Wisconsin 
(1-800-792-3505, ext. 557) stated 
that calls from PMS-D sufferers 
come in cycles. 

I usually get about two to three 
calls a week from women who are 
suicidal," Bittrick stated. 

Not only does the toll-free 
number provide a hot line service 
tor PMS victims, it also is a refer- 
ral service, a supplier of informa- 
tion on local support groups and a

Exercise For The Health Of It!

If we could reap the benefits of 
exercise by thinking about exercise 
or by our good intentions everyone 
would be fit and I would be out of 
a job. It is fortunate that I have a 
great job but unfortunate that we 
cannot become fit by osmosis (stan- 
ding in the pool area hoping some 
physical benefits w ill jump out of 
the water into our bodies without 
getting us wet or by reading a 
health magazine hoping some of the 
pages w ill allow us to bum calories 
at an alarming rate!) How impor- 
tant is exercise? What can regular 
exercise do for me? What factors 
should I consider when choosing a 
fitness activity? 

The most important aspect of a 
successful fitness program is your 
happiness. Just getting started is 
half the battle. At first choose one 
activity that you enjoy and make a 
commitment with yourself to stick 
w ith that activity for at least three 


weeks. If you are not accustomed 
to exercise your body may become 
stiff during the first week. This is 
the time that most people drop out 
because the activity is not physical- 
ly rewarding. Another important 
aspect of this initial period is the 
amount of effort you put into it! 

By giving 1009& exertion too 
soon, the experience becomes over- 
taxing. you lose interest and don't 
follow through with your commit- 
ment. After the first three weeks 
choose from a variety of activities 
you think you would enjoy. If you 
rotate the activities you will 
minimize the chance of getting 
bored. Stay within your comfort 
zone. Start slowly and gradually in- 
crease the intensity of the program. 
For instance, space your workouts 
over every other day. Establish 
realistic goals, how you plan to 
achieve them and w rite that infor- 
mation down. 

The benefits of a exercise pro- 


gram are both physical and mental. 
Regular exercise will provide you 
with a stronger, healthier heart, 
better circulation, lower blood 
pressure and lower triglyceride 
levels in the blood. The efficiency 
of the respiratory and digestives 
systems will improve with exer- 
cise. You will be better able to han- 
dle stress and tension which often 
results in more restful sleep. The 
most important idea to remember 
is to keep your commitment. 
Within a relatively short period of 
time you will have a better ratio of 
body fat to lean tissue and therefore 
a leaner, trimmer, firmer ap- 
pearance. Improved mental alert- 
ness will occur within the first few 
weeks of regular exercise. Pro- 
bably the most important benefit is 
a healthier, more self confident im- 
age of yourself.

One 
transfer student told Wesley annes 
that they “had it made** in regards 
to parking. 

Ackerman said that it is “unreal 
to assume" that students have to 
park “within 100 feet of their 
dorm.** He said we should

“blithely pave over the world.** 

>\ckerman also said that, 
although he is willing to listen to 
complaints about parking, he is 
more responsive to issues of securi- 
ty than of convenience. He also 
added that improvements have been

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Haunting Halloween History

Halloween— the night when 
ghosts rise and witches roam. The 
headless horseman rides again, and 
eerie sights are reported. 

All the weird happenings, good- 
natured spookiness, and celebration 
on October 31 have their beginn- 
ing rituals of the past, some of them 
far less pleasant than today's 
festivities. Halloween can be trac- 
ed to the festivals of the Celts, who 
were the inhabitants of England 
about 2,000 years ago. 

The Celtic new year began on 
November 1, beginning the dark, 
cold w inter. This death of the year 
and greenery led to an association 
with human death. On the eve ot 
the festival, priests, called Druids. 


would order all hearth fires ex- 
tinguished and then relit from a 
bonfire made of the old crops, 
animals, and possibly human 
sacrifice. The people sometimes 
wore costumes of the skins and 
heads of animals. This festival 
became associated with the Celtic 
lord of the dead. 

When the Romans conquered 
England in 43 A.D., they combin- 
ed some ot their fall festivals with 
the Celtic celebration. One of these 
Roman festivals was in honor of 
Pomona, the goddess of fruit and 
trees, which is most likely how ap- 
ples came to be associated with 
Halloween. 

In the 800s the church establish- 
ed All Saints Day. when a mass 


was said for the dead. This ma_ 
was called All Hallowmas. The 
evening before became known as 
AH Hallow e’en or Hallowec 

Many of the pagan customs were 

carried into the Christian holiday _ 

The Halloween traditions o 
apple-bobbing and jack o lantern 
making both originated in England. 
In England, people would carve out 
beets, potatoes, and turnips to use 
as lanterns. In America, it became 
traditional to use pumpkins. 

Although immigrants brought 
such customs with them to 
America, because of strict religious 
sects, the celebration of Halloween 
did not become popular in this 
country until the 1800s.

• Acting is a celebration of us- 
humanity-of the good and die bad; 
it s a celebration of life, stated 
Michael Kamptman of the North 
Carolina Shakespeare Festival. He 
conducted the workshop held at 
3:30 on October 12 in the Recital 
Hall, and revealed his thoughts on 
acting as a career. 

Kamptman, who received his BA 
from Bucknell in Pennsylvania, and 
his Masters in acting from the 
University of Connecticut, went to 
New York ig J979 and has work- 
ed there ever since. He is married 
to a librarian at Juilliard. and this 
is his first season with the NCSF. 

He was the fight captain tor 
MacBeth and played a murderer 
and Caithness, a nobleman of 
Scotland. 

Kamptman stated that he feels 
that “simply acting and experien- 
cing it" makes him feel successful; 
he “listened to his inner voice and 
had to satisfy the stirrings" to act. 
He chose to go to graduate school 
because “it is just as good training 
as acting school, and it makes no 
difference in professional life." In 
addition to having a degree to show 
for his training, he thought that he 
might w ant to go into teaching one 
day. 

“You must let go of everyday in- 
hibitions in order to be an actor, 
and the truth of your art is in your 
imagination." According to Kamp- 
tman, it is important to step out of 
one's normal, everyday self in 
order to be a good actor. “Believe 
in what you do— in every action 
and commit yourself to it," he 
asserted. 

He compared acting to a ‘Time 
Tunnel* in that actors step into 
other people's worlds and ex- 
perience other people's lives. “An 
actor s imagination is constantly 
being catalyzed," he said. 

Kamptman dealt with the ques- 
tion ot how an actor approaches a 
character by explaining that every 
actor has a different approach due 
to different life experiences and dif- 
ferent acting techniques. As there 
are many different acting techni- 
ques, he revealed that “we sift- 
take things we need and use them 
accordingly. We're exposed to 
many kinds of techniques so we just 
use what works best for us in given 
situations." 

About success. Kamptman 
Uugh.ngly said, “There’s no for- 
mula for a successful career as an 
<*Uor. otherwise there would he 
many more successful actors." He 


explained that learning lines is no, I 
as difficult as it may seem bec^ I 
they rehearse a lot. **lf s ^ I 
typing- the more you do it. thebet- I 
ter you get at it." And if an actor 
forgets his lines, he can alwavsad- 
lib. although as he pointed out. 
"It's not always easy to improvise 
in iambic pentameter."

For the production of Macbeth, I 
Kamptman w as the fight captain, k I 
w as his responsibility to ensure that I 
the stage fights were spontaneous 
but safe. "We try to keep the risk 
to a minimum but there are always 
risks/ * he stated. “Our job is to I 
create for the audience the illusion I 
of a first time— wc need to think up I 
ways to make the fights spoo- 1 
taneous and fresh. The real I 
challenge is w hen we do it for a I 
long time." 

“With Macbeth, we have u I 
adapt— we’re in different theatres I 
ever> night and it keeps u spun I 
taneous," said Kamptman. “Wtl 
can’t afford to get lazy, because j 
there is an element of danger ic I 
stage tights. Wc have to have the I 
same respect for the w eapons ami 
the bodies as we do for a piece et 
large machinery .

Answer — False — When drinks 
are consumed at the same pace, and 
assuming typical servings, swit- 
ching has no more effect than not 
switching. Your alcohol intake re- 
mains the same. 

4. How do you pace yourself at 
a party? 

a) moderate the amount you 
drink; 

b) drink only beer or wine; 

c) switch from liquor to beer. 

Answer — a — To pace 

yourself, moderate the amount you 
drink. Whether it’s in beer, wine 
or liquor, alcohol requires no 
digestive processing. Moments 
after your First sip. alcohol passes 
through the walls of the stomach 
and small intestine directly into the 
bloodstream. In a few more 
moments, it reaches the brain. If 
you take several drinks in one hour, 
for example, you'll quickly feel the 
effects and your Blood Alcohol 
Content will rise above the accep- 
table level and you will be legally 
drunk, so don’t attempt to drive.

drink. Beer, wine and liquor are all 
beverage alcohol.

They are 
alcoholic drinks. And they're no 
“lighter" in alcohol content than 
a cocktail.

Answer — d — All three ac- 
tivities slow down the effects of 
alcohol. All three are responsible 
ways to drink at a party On 
average, the body needs about one 
hour to “bum off' a typical drink, 
whether it's wine, beer or liquor. 
So pace yourself and don't drink on 
an empty stomach. Eating a 
substantial meal before you drink 
is one of the best ways to slow the 
body’s absorption of alcohol into 
the bloodstream. And remember 
wine and beer do not in any way 
qualify as food. Their nutritional 
value is minimal. Snacking on solid 
food is just as important w hen you 
drink wine or beer as it is with 
liquor.

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North Carolina Shakespeare 
Festival Presents Macbeth

To what level will a person stoop 
in order to attain power? This ques- 
tion is one which many people 
often ask themselves, and it is one 
which is addressed in Macbeth, 
one of William Shakespeare's 
greatest and most famous tragedies. 

For the second consecutive year, 
the North Carolina Shakespeare 
Festival, a company based in High 
Point, North Carolina, visited 
Wesleyan as part of its fall tour. 

According to Michael LaGue, 
the actor who played Macbeth, the 
company chose to perform 
Macbeth because there is great de- 
mand for it; many high school 
students study it in their English 
classes. Also, as Louis Rackoff 
pointed out in his Director’s Notes, 
’‘Perhaps it's the political events of 
1988 that were provoking in the 
choice of a great play making 
universal statements about ambi- 
tion.*’ 

Set in eleventh-century Scotland, 
the play is about Macbeth, a Scot- 
tish nobleman w ho submits to his 
ambition and lust for power; he 
kills his king in order to ascend to 
the throne. Macbeth deals with the 
consequences which Macbeth and 
his wife face for their evil actions, 
namely insanity . 

There are several elements of the 
supernatural in Macbeth: the three 


w itches, the dagger which Macbeth 
sees before he kills Duncan, (the 
king), and the ghost of Banquo, 
Macbeth's friend who Macbeth has 
murdered. There are several dif- 
ferent theories about the witches: 
this production represented them as 
being “drawn to certain 
characters,” and as seeming “to 
manipulate the events of the 
story . ’ * 

The set of Macbeth was well 
suited to the setting of the play; the 
props were simple yet highly effec- 
tive. The fight scenes were all 
seemingly spontaneous and 
realistic, complete with sound ef- 
fects. The smoke which accom- 
panied the w itches was appropriate, 
was the occasional music. 

Rhoda Griffis, the actress who 
played Lady Macbeth, has been 
with the NCSF for four years. 
Twenty-seven years old, she felt 
that she and LaGue were represen- 
ting Macbeth and Lady Macbeth as 
younger than many people imagine 
them to be. 

“I love playing Lady Macbeth!'* 
she asserted. “The superstition sur- 
rounding this role does not bother 
me.” While some people feel that 
playing Lady Macbeth is somewhat 
of a jinx on the actress, Griffis said 
that she just does not think about 
the superstition. A resident of 
Atlanta. Griffis said that she would 
like to play the role of Lady 


Macbeth again in five to eight 
years, after she matures some and 
is able to portray Macbeth's 
demented wife from a different 
perspective. 

LaGue refused to talk about the 
production, but he did say that 
“(the superstition) doesn t bother 
me — it only bothers me it the play 
is not good.” 

Where Griffis felt that they were 
portray ing a y ounger couple in this 
play, he sees them as neither young 
nor old. However, he did portray 
Macbeth as a very ambitious, 
desperate, passionate and paranoid 
man, driven by his lust for power. 

Although LaGue has been in- 
volved with the Festival since its 
beginning in 1977. he has not per- 
formed in its productions every 
year. This is his third consecutive 
year of being in the Festival’s per- 
formances; as he has a family, he 
lives in the High Point area per- 
manently and tries not to move 
around very much. 

The performance of Macbeth 
was very professional, although 
there were many complaints about 
the noise in the audience. Not on- 
ly were people in the audience 
distracted and annoyed by the 
rowdy students from local high 
schools, the actors found it difficult 
to concentrate on their lines at 
times due to the noise.

Hirschfeld Is

spoke at the October 1 3 convoca- 
tion on the future of arms control. 

In his lecture he talked about 
U.S. /Soviet relations and certain 
amis agreements. He also discuss- 
ed the controversy dVfcr the 
Strategic Defense Initiative (Star 
Wars) and gave his opinion of the 
future of arms control after 
November's presidential election. 
Hirschfeld also spoke on October 

13 in an evening lecture entitled 
*‘The Nuclear Dilemma." This 
w as co-sponsored by Wesleyan and 
the Macon Council on World 
Affairs. 

In addition to his lectures on Oc- 
tober 13, Hirschfeld spent the rest 
of his week at Wesleyan by lectur- 
ing in individual classes about in- 
ternational politics and foreign 
policies. He also had the chance to 
teach some classes, meet informal- 
ly w ith students, and to get to know 
Wesleyan.

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Mettler Spends Sununer Traveling Abr<)

Dr. Darlene Mettler, Assistant 
Professor of English taught a 
special humanities course at 
Springdale College in Birmingham, 
England this past summer. 

Emphatically pleased with her 
decision to travel abroad, Mettler 
claimed the trip was a refreshing 
and enriching experience, which 
gave her much time to be alone and 
enjoy the serenity. 

A graduate of Milligan College 
in Tennessee, Mettler is still in 
close contact with an especially 
close professor, who is currently 
the Dean of Springdale College. He 
offered her a position in the sum- 
mer visiting lectures program, 
which she accepted. 

She taught a six week class which 
combined 19th and 20th century 
philosophy, literature, art and 
music. 

Her students were every thing but 
* ‘traditional* * in every sense of the 
word. Among the fifteen students 
in the class, there was an Irish nun. 
an African sandal weaver, a 
Swedish medical student and 
several theology students. The mix- 
ture of students from such different 
backgrounds provided Mettler with 
*‘a diverse set of experiences” 
which related well with the 
academics involved. 


Mettler lived among the students 
at Springdale in a dormitory room, 
half the size of her Wesleyan of- 
fice. However cramped, the ex- 
perience broadened her, bringing 
close to the students. 

They shared a bathroom and a 
kitchen. With a laugh, Mettler 
recalls the many instances when 
students would see her in her rain- 
coat, hair dripping wet, returning 
to her room after showers. 

The college is in the midland 
area, otherwise known as Samuel 

Johnson country because of his bir- 
thplace. Mettler’s class met only 
twice a week, leaving her Friday 
through Monday to explore the 
quaint villages nearby. 

She also traveled to Ireland, 
Scotland and Wales during her 
weekend excursions, staying four 
nights in each place. “I fell in love 
with Ireland,” stated Mettler. 
“When I arrived by ferry, the sun 
was just rising.” 

Interested in language develop- 
ment, Mettler was intrigued at the 
way Gaelic, the oldest form of the 
Irish language, was still spoken in 
pockets towards the West coast. 

In Wales, Welsh, the primary 
school language, was much more 
prominent. For example, street 
signs had both English and Welsh 
translations. And, in Bangor. Met-

Banks receives a

A fresh coat of paint has draw n 
attention and caused some to 
wonder if the long-awaited renova- 
tions on Banks have begun. Accor- 
ding to Dean Earwood-Smith, the 
workmen have done no major 
renovation work yet. “They Ye just 
doing general maintenance- 
painting the window' trim, putting 
up a new' light facing Porter 
Auditorium and clcaming out old 
furniture," she stated. 

“This is something that has 
needed to be done for years," she 
said, disclosing that Banks needs a 
new heating unit and that it will be 
air-conditioned if the funds can be 
raised. “It will cost approximate- 
ly $350,000 if we do not air con- 
dition it and $500,000 if we do." 

The Dean said that the ad- 
ministration is hoping to receive the 
necessary funds from the Kresge 
Foundation, which funded the 
renovations on Taylor Hall. “They

match the funds of the* school, so 
we need to raise money," she said. 

As a giant growth for one year 
is not expected, Earwood-Smith 
revealed that the administration is 
planning ot reopen Banks one floor 
at a time; “It has to be incremen- 
tal and steady," she stated. Banks 
has “2" maximum capacity of 
120-125 students, and the rooms 
are larger than those in Persons and 
Wortham. 

“My inclination," said 
Earwood-Smith, “Is that the 
freshmen will live in Persons and 
Wortham and that Banks will be 
reserved for upperclassmen, since 
Persons and Wortham are con- 
nected." She hopes the major 
renovation work can be begun next 
summer; while “housing may be 
tight next year," she expects to use 
one floor in Banks by Fall 1990. 
However, it will be several years 
before the entire dorm is renovated.

Imagine fifty furry, intelligent 
beagles having their vocal chords 
tied to prevent barking.

After 
being “healed,” imagine these 
lovable canines, full of pain, fear, 
and anxiety being shot again. . . this 
time in the head. Although the 
above situation is hypothetical, the 
same “wound care experiments” 
are actually conducted by the 
government in so called “Wound

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During her lecture she stressed 
that her children were the most im- 
portant things in her life.

She said that 
Rampal pioneered the way for the 

flutist, but Falway is a wonderful 
entertainer, “Quite a showman."

Zuckerman is Katherine Payne Carnes lecturer

Eugenia Zukerman served as the 
Katherine Payne Carnes lecturer at 
the October 27 convocation at 
Wesley an College. Zuckerman is a 
noted flutist, author, and a televi- 
sion commentator on the arts. She 
attended the Juiliard School of 
Music, and was the winner of the 
Young Concert Artists Award 
which eventually led to her first 
professional performance. 

In her Wesleyan convocation ad- 
dress, Zuckerman commented that 
when she was studying at Juiliard, 
some 25 years ago, women only 
had two choices for a career in 
music: that of teacher or performer. 
However, Zuckerman pointed out 
that the opportunities for women in 
music had leapt forward in the past 
ten years. 

Yet this is very different from the 
way things were in the past. A few 
centuries ago women were not even 
allowed access to musical training, 
and when eventually this path was 
opened to them the opportunites 
were not parallel. 

Zuckerman commented that she 
found this strange since women had 
always had “the right stuff for 
music," pointing out that the tradi- 
tional patron saint of music was a 
woman, St. Cecelia. 

According to Zuckerman, in the 
early Christian church women had 


large musical parts in the services. 
However, as the church grew so 
did the opposition to women musi- 
cians. In the 15th and 1 6th cen- 
turies women were denied access 
to the only two means of musical 
training: the opportunity to study 
at Catholic schools or to serve as 
an apprentice. 

However, after the mid 16th cen- 
tury women did have an increased 
part in professional singing, this 

was due largely to the growth of 
opera, and by 1700 many women 
performed in operas in Italy. Also, 
in 1556 the first piece of music by 
a woman was published. 

The first real headway for 
women in music came in the 18th 
and 19th centuries. It was during 
this period that the market economy 
concept became popular, and more 
and more women because 
engravers and publishers. In the 
19th century conservatories open- 
ed to the public. 

Another problem which women 
have encountered while trying to 
pursue a musical career is the dou-

write symphonies, and trivial for 
women to write domestic pieces. 

While in classical instrumental 
music there was no gender dif- 
ference, Zuckerman explained that 
the difference in men and women 
was perceived by the audience. 
Zuckerman stated that the reason 
for the nonacceptance of women in 
this form of music, is that in the 
past there was nothing between the 
woman and the audience, and the 
instrument creates a barrier. Also 
in this time, it seemed strange to 
see a woman in command of the 
stage. 

Even at the beginning of this cen- 
tury women had problems to face. 
Women who were stars were seen 
as matronly, but now we are much 
more open to the idea of women 
stars. 

Yet, Zuckerman points out that 
life on the stage is not an easy one

Women with AIDS die quicker 


What do we know' about AIDS? 
Can women get it? Currently, 
about seven percent of people w ith 
AIDS are women. Women with the 
disease are more likely to die from 
it and will die quicker than men 
w ‘th the disease. Obviously, 
women can get the disease and it 
is something all of us must be con- 
cerned about. 


AIDS (Acquired ImmunoDefi- 
ciency Syndrome) is caused by a 
v,rus known as Human Im- 
munodeficiency Virus - HIV. You 
may also have heard this virus call 
HTLV-ni, LAV and ARV. The 
v inis is carried in certain bodily 
fluids. It attacks the cells in our 
bodies that fight off disease. AIDS 


ls a syndrome because it oc- 
curs as a collection of symptoms 
rather than as one illness. 

How do you catch AIDS? AIDS 
ls not an easy disease to catch. The 
IDS virus is a very delicate virus 
j^d cannot exist outside the human 
°dy In other words, there is no 
j^idence that you can catch AIDS 
r °m casual contact, toilet seats, 
j^mg blood or drinking glasses. 

^ re are three ways that you can 
Ca *ch AIDS; sex with an infected 
Partner (male or female), con- 
ciliated blood products (i.e. shar- 


ing needles), or from an infected 
mother to an unborn child. 

Knowing how the disease is 
spread is the key to stopping it. 
Certain high risk behaviors can be 
avoided. A report from the Public 
Agenda Foundation lists eight 
specific things you can do to reduce 
your risk of becoming infected. 

1. Abstain from sex. 

2. Form a monogamous 
relationship. 

3. Use condoms (latex, not 
natural skin). 

4. Refrain from sex with people 
who engage in high risk behavior. 

5. Avoid intravenous drug use. 

6. Avoid dangerous sex activities 
(e.g. anal intercourse). 

7. Avoid casual sex (You are 
sleeping with a person’s entire sex- 
ual history.) 

8. Decide in advance (discuss 
safer sex with your partner). 

Doing these things will only 
lower your risk of becoming in- 
fected - abstinence is the only way 
to assure that you will not catch 
AIDS. 

Over 1,000,000 people in the 
United States are infected with the 
HIV virus. This docs not mean that 
all of these people have AIDS - on- 
ly that they are infected and capable 


of transmitting the disease. The in- 
cubation period for AIDS is 
estimated to be between five and 
seven years. Someone who 
becomes infected now may not be 
aware of their infection until 1995. 

How do you know if you are in- 
fected? There is no actual test for 
the disease AIDS, but there is a test 
for the HIV virus. If you have 
engaged in a high risk behavior or 
have had sex with someone who 
has engaged in high risk behavior, 
you should be tested. Test results 
normally take within 10 days to 2 
weeks. If you test negative, this is 
not conclusive evidence that you 
are not infected. If you hve been in- 
fected recently, the test may not 
pick it up. According to the Public 
Agenda Foundation, “A negative 
test taken at least six months after 
exposure with no high-risk 
behavior in the interim is a virtual 
guarantee that you do not have the 
virus.”

One may not touch the subject of 
inhumane treatment of animals 
without mentioning the morals of 
it all One knows how it feels to get 
soap in one’s eyes, yet how can 
anyone inject brake fluid into a ful- 
ly conscious rabbit's eyes knowing 
that the experiment has been done 
before and that the results are 
known? The answer is quite supris- 
ing, for few people are aware that 
the inhumane treatment of animals 
is instigated in children by our 
educational system. If a child is 
thus taught to ignore the cries of 
pain of a creature whose life lies at 
his fingertips, aren’t the chances 
great that he may grow to perhaps 
ignore the cries of help of a drown- 
ing woman? Thus, one more reason 
why unnecessary experiments on 
fully conscious animals should be 
prohibited is that the moral stan- 
dards of society will eventually 
decline. However, society will not 
be safe from this threat until the 
scientific community stops 
stimulating high school students, 
sometimes even by money offers.

to research topics such as, “killing 
animals by acceleration of toy-

Frequently, it is argued that since 
animals are creatures incapable of 
holding responsibilities or 
benefiting society, they do not 
deserve any humane treatment. 
However, one must consider that 
brain-damaged elders and newborn 
infants are also not capable of 
holding responsibilities or 
benefiting society in their present 
states. Why are they not sold to 
laboratories to be experimented on? 
Another frequent argument is, 
“What if something useful does 
come out of experiments labeled as 
‘senseless and unnecessary *?“ 
How can the death and suffering of 
millions of animals be justified 
because some day PERHAPS 
something totally unexpected may 
come out of it? The only justified 
animal experimentation is that 
geared towards a benefidical 
purpose. 

If it had not been for animal ex- 
perimentation, our world would 
still be in the “dark ages” of 
medicine, but thanks to it, cures 
have been found for diseases that 


used to annihilate the populations 
of entire cities. However, is there 
not a difference between a chim- 
panzee used for the purpose of find 
a cure for A.I.D.S., which may be 
the key to saving millions of lives 
in the future, and one made to in- 
hale smoke every time it breathes 
to prove ONCE MORE that ex- 
cessive smoking is dangerous to 
one s health?

What’s holding women back as 
they climb the success ladder? 
Classrooms may be partly to 
blame. 

Overt discrimination it isn't, for 
schools are increasingly offering 
equal opportunities to girls and 
boys in both formal courses and ex- 
tracurricular activities, including 
sports. But several studies suggest 
that, from first grade through col- 
lege, female students are the vic- 
tims of subtle biases. As a result, 
they are often given less nurturing 
attention than males. 

Consider these findings from 
studies at schools in the U.S. and 
Britain. Compared with girs, boys 
are: 

-Five times as likely to receive 
the most attention from teachers. 

-Eight times as likely to call out 
in class, which helps to explain 
why they outtalk girls there by a 
ratio of 3 to 1 . (When the teacher 
is female and the majority of the 
class is male, boys are 12 times as 
likely to speak up?) 

-Twice as likely to demand help 
or attention from the teacher, to be 
seen as model students or to be call- 
ed on or praised by teachers. 

Reseachers maintain that a chil- 
ly climate for women in the 
classroom undermines self-esteem 
and damages morale. They believe, 
too, that some of these patterns of 
student-teacher interaction may 
help set the stage for expectations 
and interactions later in the 
workplace. 

Emotional Baggage 

“Females aren’t taught to be risk 
takers; they don't have the same 
autonomy as males," asserts Jane 
Ayer, associate dean of education 
and professor of counseling 
psychology at the University of 
Wisconsin, Madison. “And you 
take what you’ve learned about 
yourself in the classroom into the 
workplace." 

In coed schools, researchers find 
that girls receive considerably less 
direct attention than boys. For in- 
stance, a study of teachers’ interac- 
tions with pupils in more than a 


hundred fourthp. sixth- and eighth- 
grade math and language-arts 
classes found that boys receive 
significantly more praise, criticism 
and remedial help. 

Reactions of both male and 
female teachers to their female 
students 'aren’t that great,” says 
David Sadker, an American 
University professor of education 
who conducted the four-year study 
with his wife, Myra, also an educa- 
tion professor at American. 
Teachers often accept the girls’ 
responses without offering con- 
structive comment. Mr. Sadker 
explains. 

"In the workplace,’’ he argues, 
"women are less likely to present 
themselves as effective managers. 
A lot of it deals with passive roles’’ 
they assume at school. 

In lower grades, other resear- 
chers have found, boys often also 
receive more attention through 
disciplinary action. These scoldings 
for disruptive activity can make 
boys “less sensitive to negative 
feedback from teachers" and may 
further their aggressive behavior, 
says Marlaine Lockheed, a senior 
research scientist for the World 
Bank who studied the matter while 
working for the Educational 
Testing Service in Princeton, N.J. 

Yet another study, begun in 1981 
by two researchers at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, has measured the 
self-confidence of 80 high-school 
valedictorians, salutatorians and 
honor students. The study found 
taht, upon graduation, 23% of the 
men and 2 1 % of the women believ- 
ed they were “far above average" 
in intelligence. As college 
sophomores, only 4% of the 
women said they felt far -above 
average, while 22% of the men 
rated themselves that way. By 
senior year in college, none of the 
women reported feeling far above 
average, compared with 25% of the 
men. 

This apparent lack of self-esteem 
on the part of the women appears 
to be rooted in classroom interac- 
tion, says Bernice Sandler, ex- 
ecutive director of the Association 
of American Colleges’ project on 
the status and education of women. 
Researchers, she notes, have found 
that even in college classes “men 
receive more eye contact from their 
professors than women, are called 
on more often and receive informal 
coaching from their instructors. 

Racial prejudice can make the 
situation even worse. “Minority

women in higher education fre- 
quently face double 
disermination — once for being 
female and once for being racially 
or ethnically different,” noted a 
1 986 report by the college associa- 
tion s project on women. “For ex- 
ample, intellectual competence and 
leadership ability, along with other 
primary academic qualitites, are 
associated not only with males but 
with white males.” 


A More Confortable Setting 

Researchers say sexual bias leads 
some women to opt for courses 
with a large female enrollement, 
where they will feel more comfor- 
table voicing their opinions. Ber- 
tha French, a junior at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, Charlottesville, 
agrees. She notes that women 
usually dominate discussions in her 
mostly female French classes; the 
two or three male students don’t 
speak up so much. “I think it’s 
because it’s not considered a 
masculine major," she says. In her 
male-dominated government 
classes, she adds, she and other 
female students sometimes feel 
intimidated. 

At many schools, students, 
teachers and administrators often 
seem unaware of everyday ine- 
quities in the classroom. Faculty 
members may consider themselves 
too evenhanded to discriminate. 

For example, the Sadkers’ study 
included a math techer who was ac- 
tive in the National Organiztion for 
Women. She told the Sadkers she 
probably wouldn’t benefit from 
their training sessions on sexism in 
the classroom because she had been 
concerned about the issue for years. 
After viewing videotapes of her 
classroom interaction, however, 
she said she was “stunned" to find 
taht she was talking to boys more 
than twice as much as to girls, and 
praising them four times as much. 


Such disparities are the reason 
some educators stress the 
usefulness of single-sex schools, 
which are nonetheless on the 
decline. All-girl schools and 
women’s colleges “create a more 
positive learning environment for 
females, who don’t have to fear 
failing in front of males," main- 
tains the University of Wisconsin's 
Ms. Ayer. She says she believes 
the schools help females to get 
away from traditional social condi- 
tioning and give them freedom “to 
show what they can do."

Bomb threats may not always be “threats”

On the morning of Jan. 16th, the 
new switchboard operator at 
Wesleyan received the following 
call: “1 have a bomb in the girl’s 
dorm that will go off in thirty 
minutes.” The time was 11:55 
a.m., and after taking the call, the 
woman alerted the campus securi- 
ty, who in turn evacuated all of the 
women’s dormitories. 

Dean Earwood- Smith said that 
the dorms are evacuated when 
specific details and a time for the 
explosion are given. It was further 
reported that two bomb threats 
were received on Friday, Jan. 13th, 
but no action was taken because of 


this reason. 

The Mercer security, the Macon 
Police, the Macon Fire Department 
and the Medical Center paramedics 
were on hand to search the dorms. 
One of the Firemen reported that 
another bomb threat was called in- 
to Windsor Academy at approx- 
imately the same time. One 
Fireman, Captain Thomas, explain- 
ed that when a bomb threat is call- 
ed in, the Firemen respond and all 
they can really do is go through the 
building and check trash cans, the 
bathrooms, and see if everyone is 
out. The men do not enter the girl’s 
rooms since they cannot tell what 
is out of place and what is not. The 


Firemen search the place until Five 
to ten minutes before the supposed 
explosion, then they too evacuate 
the building. 

One suggestion for safer bomb 
threat procedures to designate a 
specific place for the women to 
go— instead of being in between the 
buildings that are going to explode, 
to meet in the courtyard in front of 
Tate and Taylor buildings. 

Perhaps Captain Thomas ex- 
pressed the fear and seriousness of 
the situation best when he said, 
“One day I’m afraid it is really go- 
ing to happen. And I never want to 
see that day.”

Mitcham, who lives in Macon, is 
head of the department of 
psychology at Fort Valley State. He 
received his bachelor’ s, masters’ s, 
and doctorate degrees from the 
University of Georgia. 

The Georgia poet has had works 
published in, among others, the 
Georgia Re\iew, Prairie Schooner , 
The Black Warner Review, and An- 
tioch Review. In 1986, Mitcham 
was the Fletcher Pratt Scholar in 
Poetry at the Breadloaf Writer's 
Conference. In 1988, he as a 
Georgia Poetry Circuit touring 
poet. 

Mitcham has also published 
Notes for a Prayer in June , which 
is a collection of some of his 
poems. 

For the lecture, Mitcham read 
several poems about women and in 



the voice of women. He said that 
he sometimes uses this technique of 
writing in the third person feminine 
in order to “express emotional 
truth” while escaping the “nar- 
cissism” that can sometimes result 
from writing poetry in First person. 

Mitcham began by reading the 
poem “An Old Memory,” which 
had been written the morning of the 
lecture. He said that when a poet 
First writes a poem, he has “got to 
believe in it at that point,” even if 


the poem is not yet in its Final state. 

The poet read the title poem from 
his book Notes from a Prayer in 
June , commenting that, because of 
its painful subject, it took him 20 
years to write this poem. He said 
that “artist have a calling to write 
about pain to deal with it.” 

“The King,” “The Touch,” 
“The Beginning of Forgiveness,” 
and “David” were some of the 
other poems Mitcham read.

The black ‘mammy’ is portrayed 
as a loving bundle of durability 
with nerves of steel, the exhibit 
reminds us how stereotypes can 
change and hurt. It helps us to 
distinguish fact from Fiction and to 
consider society’s treatment 
towards minorities. >

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From Hardbooks 


to Hard drives

For the 1993 Tri-Ks Christmas 
will be coming in September, not 
December. Upon entering 
Wesleyan, these students will be 
presented with what is becoming 
luiown as the "Big Mac '. 

The Apple Company will be pro- 
viding the 1989-1990 incoming 
freshman class with a complete 
computer system consisting of a 
Macintosh Plus computer, an ex- 
ternal disk drive, an ImageWriter 
II printer and software programs 
including HyperCard. Microsoft 
Word and Microsoft Excel. 


Students will be able to build on the 
system because of its wide 
versatility. 

Included in the advantages that 
the Macintosh system will provide 
is the ability to network with the 
IBM computers now in the com- 
puter lab. Students will be able to 
gain experience in a multi-vendor 
environment, as the Macintosh will 
connect to any computer, enabling 
the transfering of information from 
one computer to the other. 

According to Augustin Dunn, 
Executive Director of Higher 
Education at Apple, the purpose of 
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It’s always been the best-loved spring break. And 1989 is going 
to be even better. 
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the Computer Focus Program is to 
“give access of a computer to 
every student and to raise the com- 
puter awareness of the student 
body". The program will benefit 
students by providing exposure to 
new developments in technology. 

The computers will be arriving 
on campus sometime during the 
summer. It is unknown at this point 
exactly where they will be stored 
until their installation in Persons 
and Wortham Dormitories. 

The program has systematically 
already begun, providing all full- 
time faculty members with the 
Macintosh SE. The purpose was to 
get the faculty involved and com- 
fortable with the computers, enabl- 
ing them to begin integrating the 
machines into their curriculum. 
Dunn believes that by using the 
computers, the faculty will become 
involved with the course- ware and 
thus be able to utilize the systems 
to their maximum potential. 

Eventually most of the cur- 
riculum will involve the computers 
in some fashion. 

Apple donated the Macintosh SE 
computers which have 20 megabyte 
harddrives along with 10 additional 
computers every year for the next 
three years to the computer lab to 
solidify their commitment to 
Wesleyan. 

“Because Wesleyan was com- 
mitting itself to Macintosh, Apple 
was willing to commit itself back 
to Wesleyan,” slated Bruce Hum- 
phrey, Director of the Computer 
Focus Program. This is considered 
as Apple's generous contribution to 
^Vesleyan’s Computer Focus 
Program. 

About 15 schools nationwide in- 
volve the Apple computer into their 
regular ciriculum. Examples in- 
clude Drexel, Dartmouth, Drake, 
Layolla, University of the South, 
University of Tennessee Medical 
School, University of Mississippi 
Veterinary School and Reed Col- 
lege. However Wesleyan is the on- 
ly school which does not require its 
students to pay for the entire system 
immediately. 

“This is the only school in the 
country who will actually issue its 


students computers, incorporating 
the cost into tuition,” added Dunn. 

Rhodes College in Memphis has 
a similar program but only strong- 
ly recommends to its 800 students 
to purchase a computer. 

Wesleyan Public Relations 
Director Christine Reppert, Com- 
puter Focus Director Bruce Hum- 
phrey and Public Relations Intern 
Jeanie Sanders are currendy work- 
ing together on a major publicity 
campaign promoting and publiciz- 
ing the program both locally and 
statewide. 

Junior, Tonya Lanier, has been 
recently hired by Apple as 
Wesleyan's Apple Support Student 
Representative. Her duties include 
communicating product informa- 
tion to students, faculty and staff as 
well as assisting in answering con- 
sultation questions. 

“lam very excited about the pro- 
gram. Most of the students are very 
receptive to the Maclntoch com- 
puters. I think it will be a successful 
endeavor,” commented Lanier. 

Humphrey commented on the 
overall importance of the program. 
“The computer in the future will 
be a tool.” The Computer Focus 
Program is designed not to make 
everyone a computer programmer, 
“but to familiarize everyone with 
the computer.” 

“Basically, the Macintosh com- 
puters were selected not on price, 
but on their value to the students”, 
claimed Humphrey. They are 
easier to learn to use than the other 
popular brand. According to Hum- 
phrey, the Macintosh software is 
also of a higher quality. 

David Mahloy, Apple Marketing 
Support Representative and Dunn 
helped organize a complete Macin- 
tosh Computer display at the Senate 
sponsored Involvement Fair on 
January 17. There they distributed 
informational pamphlets and 
answered questions concerning the 
machines and the program. 

Dunn appeared very enthusiastic 
about the student interest, stating 
that they were greeted with “ex- 
cellent response” to the program. 
Students were able to sit down and 
actually go through guided tours 


while asking any questions they 
may have concerning the machines. 

On February 24 the program will 
be formally introduced to parents. 
Both Dunn and Mahloy will be on 
campus with set-ups in the com- 
puter lab, demonstrating the dif- 
ferent Macintosh programs 
available to students. 

The estimated cost of the com- 
plete package is approximately 
$2000, about 40% off the retail 
cost. Both Dunn and Humphrey 
agreed that this is merely a rough 
estimate. “We cannot be more 
specific at this time,” added 
Humphrey. 

Students already currently atten- 
ding Wesleyan will have the uni- 
que opportunity to buy in to the 
program by way of a specially 
designed loan program. Apple has 
provided Wesleyan with the chance 
to resell the Macintosh systems to 
her students at a minimal cost. 

The loan available to the parents 
of any full-time degree seeking stu- 
dent with credit approval. The in- 
terest rates are also at a minimal 
since the plan is tied in conjunction 
to the “T-Bill”. The payments are 
consistent for 12 months, making 
the interest rate relatively low in 
comparison to most consumer 
loans. 

The plan also offers two different 
ways to repay the loan. Payments 
can be deferred, allowing only the 
payment of the interest until after 
graduation. The payment may be as 
low as $30 a month. The interest as 
well as the principal payments can 
also begin within 60 days after 
receiving the loan. 

The Parents Weekend computer 
exhibit will be able to provide in- 
terested students and parents with 
the necessary information, applica- 
tions and specific prices. 

There is no doubt that the pro- 
gram will cause many eyes to shift 
Wesleyan's way in the next few 
years and will aid Wesleyan in its 
quest for Pre-Eminence. 
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King honored with candlelight service

On Monday, January 16, the 
Bla£k Student Alliance held a 
candlelight service in honor of the 
birthday of civil rights leader Mar- 
tin Luther King, Jr. The service 
began at 6 p.m. in the Hinton 
Lounge and then moved outside 
around Wesleyan’s fountain. Mon- 
day was the national holiday in 
honor of King, who’s birthday was 
actually January 15, 1929. 

There were celebrations in many 
other places across the nation in- 
cluding a parade in King's 
hometown of Atlanta, Ga., and also 
one in Montgomery, Al., where 
King and other minorities boycot- 
ted bussing because of segregation 
on Dec. 1, 1955. 

On Sunday, January 15 channel 
13 aired “The Boy King” an ac- 
count of King’s life as a child 
which shows the events and fami- 
ly background that helped to mold 
Martin Luther King Jr. to man. 

On February 9. Wesleyan will 
have a convocation in observance 
of Black History Month 


Although King had been a part 
in civil rights from the beginning, 
on Dec. 1, 1955 something occur- 
red that caused him to become even 
more involved. On that day Rosa 
Parks, a Montgomery negro 
seamstress, refused to give up her 
seat to a white and she was conse- 
quently arrested. This caused a 


negro boycott of bussing which 
lasted 382 days and was headed by 
the Montgomery Improvement 
Association. King accepted the 
presidency of this group knowing 
that he would have to make a 
speech that could keep his people 
in action but also keep them 
non-violent. 

Even when King’s own home 
was bombed in Montgomery he 
still urged his people to forget 
violence and forgive. For these 
reasons the methods of King and 
the Montgomery Improvement 
Assocition are often compared to 
the Gandhi tradition of 
non-violence. 

King made many efforts towards 
the Civil Rights movement and in 
1957 alone he traveled 780,000 
miles and made 208 speeches. A 
big effort King made was in talk- 
ing with public officials about the 
problems for minorities. King urg- 
ed President John F. Kennedy to 
get his administration to take a 
more decisive stand on civil rights. 

The statement of the negro 
revolution came from King in 
1963. In April of that year King 
was arrested while marching in Bir- 
mingham. While he was in jail he 
wrote his “Letter from Birm- 
inghma Jail,” in reply to criticism 
from white religious leaders in Bir- 
mingham. The public was outrag- 
ed at news reports of police 
violence and use of fire hoses and 
dogs on demonstrators. 


The fever spread throughout the 
nation and on August 28, 1963 in 
the largest civil rights demonstra- 
tion in the history of the United 
States, 250,000 people, 60,000 of 
them white, marched in 
Washington D.C. The highlight of 
the march was King’s “I Have A 
Dream” and there are still people out 
people that the freedom for all 
would some day come true. This 
march was an effort to get Con- 
gress to pass a civil rights bill that 


was pending in Congress. In 1964 
the bill was passed and King said 
“it went far but not far enough to 
help minority groups.” 

King was given many honors in 
his lifetime for his effect as a non- 
violent civil rights leader. In 1963 
Time Magazine chose him Man of 
the Year. He was chosen the 1964 
Nobel Peace Prize winner. He us- 
ed the $54,123 award towards the 
civil rights activities. 

The last big civil rights activity 


in which King participated before 
his death was the 1965 voter 
registration drive in Selma, Al. 


King had a dream- to see men 
and women of all races and 
religions live happily and peaceful- 
ly together. Minorities have come 
a long way because of King’s hard 
work and there arc still people out 
there working to keep his dream 
alive.

Foreign Students-Scholarships and Grants 

Foreign students in this country under F, J. or M visas may be eligible for reduced 
withholding on U.S. -source scholarships and fellowship grants. The Internal Revenue 
Serv ice has issued Revenue Procedure 88-24 outlining the background and procedures 
for receiving the reduced rale. 

In general, the law provides that degree candidates are not subject to withholding 
on exempt scholarship or fellowship amounts. However, they are subject to a 14 per- 
cent withholding (30 perceni for nondegree candidates) on incidental nonexempt 
amounts. 

A student who is a candidate for a degree may exclude from income any scholarship 
or fellowship grant payments that cover enrollment tuition or fees, or course-related 
expenses for books, fees, supplies and equipment. However, any portion of the scholar- 
ship or grant that is for room, board, travel or incidental expenses, or is in payment 
for past, present or future services, must be included in income. 

Foreign students with F, J or M visas are usually subject to a 30 percent withholding 
rate on taxable unearned income. Now, a student with a partially exempt scholarship 
or fellowship grant may qualify for a lower withholding rate (possibly lower than 14 
percent) on the taxable portion by completing Form W-4, ‘Employee's Withholding 
Allowance Certificate,'’ following the special instructions in Revenue Procedure 88-24. 
These instructions will be included in the edition of Publication 519, “U.S. Tax Guide 
for Aliens," which will be available in January 1989. 

For general information on scholarships and fellowships, call toll-free 1-800-424- 1040. 
IRS Publications 519 and 520, “Scholarships and Fellowships," and Form W-4 are 
available by calling toll-free 1-800-424-3676. For a copy of Revenue Procedure 88-24. 
located in Internal Revenue Bulletin 1988-20 dated May 16, 1988. contact the local 
district IRS office. Students who are from a country that is a party to a tax treaty with 
the United States should get Publication 901, “U.S. Tax Treaties."

Painist, Alexander Peskanov, in 
a concert sponsored by the Macon 
Concert Association, started the 
spring convocation series, January 
14 at 8 p.m. in Porter Auditorium. 

Peskanov, a renowned pianist, 
has performed with the London 
Symphony, the English Chamber 
Orchestra, the Janacek Chamber 
Orchestra and Polish Philharmonic 
Chamber Orchestra. 


Peskanov made his American 
debut as orchestral soloist with the 
National Symphony under Mstislav 
Rostropovich, playing Liszt’s Con- 
certo in Eb Major. 

He has since appeared with 
American orchestras such as 
Baltimore, St. Louis, Annapolis, 
Savannah, Richmond, Lexington, 
and Oklahoma. 

Peskanov will continue to visit 
campuses throughout the United 
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States on his coast-to-coast tour 
with a highlighted appearance on 
the prestigious Xa v ier Piano Series 
in Cincinnati. 

Peskanov has also collaborated 
with renowned musicians Mstislav 
Rostropovich, Maurice Andre, 
Jean-Pierre Rampal, and 
Yo-Yo-Ma. 

The first portion of Peskanov's 
concert included Frang Joseph 
Haydn's Sonata in B minor, Lud- 
wig van Beethoven’s Sonata in D 
minor, Op. 31, No. 2, and Sergei 
Prokofiem's Sonata No. 3 in A 
minor, Op. 28. 

The second portion of his concert 
began with Two Ballades by 
Frederic Chopin, No. 1 in G 
minor, Op. 23 and No. 3 in A flat 
major Op. 47. Peskanov follow- 
ed the Ballades with Six Etudes, 
Op. 10, also by Chopin. He chose 
No. 3 in E major. Lento ma non 

troppo; No. 4 in C sharp minor: 
Presto; No. 5 in G flat minor: 
Vivace; No. 6 in E flat minor: 
Andante; No. 11 in E flat major: 
Allegretto; No. 12 in C minor: 
Allegro con fuoco. 

Peskanov concluded his concert 
with an embellished version of 
Moritz Maskov - Aski’s Carmen 
Fantasy inspired by the great 
opera. Carmen. Peskanov's 
embellished version is entitled 
Carmen Concerto Paraphrase.

Fitzgerald is Belk Lecturer

On Thursday, January 19. Belk 
Lecturer Ernest A. Fitzgerald 
spoke at convocation, marking the 
start of Religious Emphasis Week. 
Bishop Fitzgerald is a nationally 
known author, lecturer, and 
preacher. He attended Western 
Carolina University and Duke 
University Divinity School and is 
presently a Bishop of the Atlanta 
Area of the United Methodist 
Church. Bishop Fitzgerald also 
serves on the Wesleyan Board of 
Trustees and on various other com- 
mittees. He acts as the chairman ot 
the Joint Communications Commit- 
tee as well as the president of the 
United Methodist Development 
Fund. 


In his speech entitled “The Hub 
Cap Image,’’ Fitzgerald presented 
Wesleyan students with a challenge 
to be themselves rather that that 
which others want them to be. He 
likened mankind to the Pharisees, 
stating that people often appear 
righteous when they are actually 
impure, and quoted both Ralph 
Waldo Emerson and Winston 
Churchill when asserting his point, 
thus provoking thought within his 
listeners. His speech was inspiring 
and motivating and is best summ- 
ed up in his concluding works: “If 
life is to be lived successfully, it 
must be genuine. The genuine peo- 
ple are those who try to find out 
who they are and live as unique 
creatures of God.

Another year and another season 
has gone by. Who will prevail next 
basketball season?

During orientation, entering 
students complete a survey spon- 
sored by the American Council on 
Education called the Cooperative 
Institutional Research Program 

(CIRP) C1 RP h* s been con ducted 
nationally since 1967 and is the 
most important longitudinal study 
of college students in America. 

This summary of the results of 
this year’s survey compares 
Wesleyan freshman with the 
answers of female freshman at 
other four year private colleges and 
with female freshmen from across 
the nation. The full results were 
mailed to members of the Student 
Affairs Committee and will be 
available at the Board meeting. 
Family Income 

Until last year's freshman class, 
there had been an annual increase 
in the percentage of freshmen 
*whose parents' income was 
$50,000 or above (’84 - 28.4%, 85 
-32.3%, 86 -36.6%, 87-23.2%) 
This year’s freshmen class reported 
that 50.6% of their parents had ear- 
nings above $50,000 including 
16.2% which reported incomes 
above $100,000. This is the first 
time that the percentage of paren- 
tal income above $50,000 at 
Wesleyan College (50.6%) has 
been higher than at other private 


colleges (34.5%). 

Religious Preferences 

After an increase in the percen- 
tage of Methodist students atten- 
ding Wesleyan due to the Bicenten- 
nial Scholarship program f 84 

25%, 85 -27.2%, 86 *27.2%). the 

percentage of Methodists decreas- 
ed this year to 22.7%. Baptist 
freshmen comprised 28.9% of the 
respondents while Catholics were 
10.9% of the class. 

High School Preparation 

The 1988 freshmen class had a 
slightly higher percentage of A 
students (87 - 37%, 88 - 37.6%), 
fewer B students (87 - 59.5%, 88 

- 53.3%), and more C students (87 

- 5.6%, 88 - 9%) than the 1987 
freshman class. The average grades 
in high school of these Wesleyan 
freshmen ranked above the average 
for women in other private colleges 
and nationally. In terms of taking 
college preparatory classes in high 
school, the 1988 freshmen students 
exceed the national average for all 
classes except physical science 
(W-42.4%, Nat-43. 8%)and art or 
music (W-66.9%, Nat-70.6%). 
Recruitment 

Wesleyan was the college of first 
Choice for 82.4% of this year’s 
freshman class compared to 80.4% 
of last year’s class. A clear 
marketing message is depicted in 
the reasons students listed as very 


important in choosing Wesleyan. 
Students selected this college 
because Wesleyan “has a good 
academic reputation (’ 88 - 91 . 5 %, 
87-87.4%) and graduates get good 
jobs (88-62.1%, 87-76%, 

86- 74.1%). The percentage of 
students reporting “offered finan- 
cial assistance” as “very impor- 
tant” in selecting Wesleyan declin- 
ed this year from 64.8% in 1987 to 
51.9% in 1988. 

Over 25% of Wesleyan’s 
freshmen class listed “college rep 
recruited me” as very important 
compared to 8 . 8 % at other private 
colleges and only 3 . 4 % nationally 
Chosen Field of Study 
Freshmen listed the following as 
probable major field of study: 
Arts and Humnities; 1987-17.5%, 
1988-13.9%, Biology or Physical 
Science, 1987-10.6%, 1988-9.4%, 
Business; 1987-19.3%, 

1988-1 1.5%, Education; 

1987- 8.7%, 1988-10:7%, 

Engineering; 1987-2.0% , 

1988- 2.4%, Social Science; 
1987-14.3%, 1988-15.3%, Profes- 
sional (Pre-vet, Pre-med); 

1987- 13.5%, 1988-14.6%, 

Undecided; 1987-8.6%, 

1988- 14.6%. 

The largest increase was in the 
area of undecided (88-14.6%, 

87- 8.6%, 86-4.7%). 

Attitudes and Activities 


The percentage of freshmen who 
estimate that chances are very good 
that they will “transfer to another 
college” has varied in the last three 
years (88-9.9%, 87-3.8%, 

86-16.0%) but has not been a godd 
predictor for transfer behavior. The 
rentention of the 1986 class has 
been very good while the retention 
of the 1987 class has been below 
normal. 

The percentage of students who 
labeled their political orientation as 
“liberal” increased from 25.2% in 
1987 to 32.5% in 1988 while the 
percentage of “middle of the road” 
students declined from 52.4% to 
46%. The percentage of “conser- 
vatives” increased slightly from 
17.5% to 21.4% while no one 
labeled themselves as “far right” 
or “far left”. 

The percentage of freshmen 
agreeing strongly or somewhat 
with the statement that “women’s 
activities are best in the home” has 
increased slightly each year since 
1984 (84-10.6%, 85-13.4%, 
86-11.2%, 87-14%, 88-16.8%). 

Over 12% of this year’s 
freshmen estimate the chances of 
“participating in a student protest” 
as very good compared to 8.4% in 
1987 and to 5.9% nationally. Less 
than 25% of these freshmen 
reported they had used a personal 
computer during the past year. 


“The Effects Of Gamma Rays On Man-In-The-Moon Marigolds”

My initial reaction to the title of 
this play was: “The effects 8f what 
on who?’’ From the beginning of 
the play, however, I knew the ef- 
fects that the characters had on me 
as the story unfolded. Scene one 
opens with Tillie (played by the 
wonderful Catherine Lee). Her 
wistful, innocent look draws us into 
her innermost feelings, which we 
hear quite clearly as the 
Phonograph plays them for us. I 
found this unusual strategy very 
successful. The viewer did not have 
to make his or her own interpreta- 
tion of the character’s thoughts. 

I was deeply touched at how the 
characters interacted with each 


other. It was very true to life. Their 
conflict among each other and 
themselves was the cohesive factor 
throughout the play. 

Although the plot itself did not 
portray what most of us would con- 
sider “real life”, the essential 
elements of real life were evi- 
dent. . .poverty , death, hope, 
regrets, rivalry, social-problems, 
and mental illness. The cruelty that 
Beatrice and Ruth portray to each 
other and to themselves and Tillie 
is convincing. Beatrice (played by 
Tyrene House) was excellent. One 
could actually feel the biting, sar- 
castic remarks that she flung at her 
daughters, and experience her pain 
as she breaks down and cries. Her

character displays a wide range of 
emotions, and we feel that each one 
is genuine. She is a bitter woman, 
envious of her daughter’s freedom. 
She begrudges Tillie an education 
more than she does to Ruth 
(perhaps because she feels threaten- 
ed by her potential for the success 
that she never had). 

We learn the story of her life in 
bits and pieces. Most of it we learn 
as she and Ruth sit together on a 
sofa during a storm and she 
reminisces of her past. The 
gloominess of her tale is reiterated 
by the dim lighting. Her relation- 
ship with Ruth is far more humane 
than her actions towards Tillie. 

Tillie’ s silence is very powerful. 
In this case it is true that actions 
speak louder than words. I found 
myself touched by the way she 
defended her mother and sister at 
times when they did not deserve 
defense. Nor do they deserve the 
compassion that Tillie shows them. 

Tillie is the observer of all, as 
well as the bearer of everyone’s 
misery. She struggles to keep her 
sanity in a world of madness. 

Ruth (played by Leslie Avera) is 
perhaps the most well-adjusted to 
society. She takes her cir- 
cumstances in stride. Although 
mostly tormenting, self-centered 

and displaying an aura of indif- 
ference to those around her, glim- 
mers of concern (mainly for her 
sister) arise throughout the play. 

The nanny (played by Patricia 
Williams) was the constant force

throughout the play. She is 
oblivious to her surroundings. She 
is the scape-goat for Beatrice’s 
frustrations, which Tillie meekly 
protests. 

The tension mounts on the night 
that Tillie presents her marigold 
presentation to her school, in which 
we see her come alive with hope 
for the future. During this night, 
Ruth hurls out the truth to her 
mother at how others view 
her... crazy. 

Janice (played by Karin Groep- 
per) is a comic relief and a breath 
of fresh air. Although her ap- 
pearance on stage is brief, it is 
needed. 

The deaths of the rabbit and Ruth 
are not shocking. They are merely 
added events to this dismal picture. 
There were many touching 
moments, and the audience emitted 
the desired reaction.

Wesleyan Drug 
Awareness Week

February 6-10 was Drug 
Awareness Week at Wesleyan. The 
purpose of this week was to alert 
each student to the impact drugs 
can have upon all aspects of one 
life. Before the main brunt of in- 
formation was distributed or 
posted, a drug awareness quiz was 
distributed during lunch. Overall, 
74 of the quizzes were returned. 
The Fitness Center was quite pleas- 
ed with this response. We would 
like to relay the results of this quiz 
to you. They are as follows: 

-54% of those who returned the 
quizzes did not know that drug 
tolerance is a survival mechanism. 

-37.8% did not know that Mari- 
juana is not used in the early treat- 
ment of cancer. 

-91 .9% believed that tobacco has 
more carcinogenic agents than 
marijuana. 

-36.5% did not know that 
hypersensitivity is an allergic reac- 
tion to a drug. 

-33.8% did not realize that Bar- 
bituate withdrawal could lead to 
death. 

-58. 1 % did not realize that Mari- 
juana is the most commonly used 
hallucinogenic drug. 

-20.2% did not know that the 
continual increase of a drug dosage 
to achieve the effects of lower 
dosages is tolerance. 

-63.5% were not aware that an 
alcoholic blackout is temporary 
amnesia. 

-32.4% did not know that phar- 
macology is the study of how drugs 
alter body chemistry. 

-56.8% did not realize that the 
U.S. is under an international drug 
treaty that has guidelines not allow- 
ing the legalization of marijuana. 

-6.78% thought that drug addic- 
tion occurs slowly. 

It appears through the drug 
survey results that some need for 
drug awareness campaigns does ex- 
ist. The Fitness Center hopes that 
the information we provided you 
with at least increased your 
awareness about drugs.

Friday, February 10, was “Club 
Pizza Day," and the BSA spon- 
sored a Gospel Concert on Satur- 
day, February 11 in Porter 
Auditorium, featuring Wesleyan 
students. The final activity of Black 
History Week was the Sunday 
Worship Service on February 12, 
which was sponsored and organiz- 
ed by the Black Student Alliance.

When designing the buildings on 
the Rivoli campus, the trustees 
planned every building they could 
imagine would be needed in the 
next 50 years in order that all the 
building would have the same 
Georgian architecture. 

“We are not building for years 
but for centuries,” said Orville A. 
Park, chairman of the Greater 
Wesleyan campaign committee, in 
the Nov. 29, 1923 edition of the 
Watchtower. This committee was 
involved in the purchase of the 
Rivoli campus.

To The Editor 


Dear Editor, 

This is not the first time a letter 
to the editor containing misinfor- 
mation has been directed at me, but 
it is the first time I considered a 
response necessary. I am shocked 
and greatly disappointed by the 
reactions of some members of the 
Purple Knight class to the events of 
STUNT night. 

The STUNT scholarship selec- 
tion committee reviewed every 
essay anonymously. We rated each 
essay individually based on the six 
criteria of: concept of true spirit of 
STUNT, contributions to STUNT, 
contributions to Wesleyan, 
academic achievements, extracur- 
ricular activities and personal at- 
tributes (and NOTHING ELSE) as 
I stipulated on the scholarship ap- 
plication and also on STUNT 
night. We then met as a group to 
discuss each essay, assign scholar- 
ships anonymously. Recipient 
essays were chosen anonymously. 
Contrary to popular belief, the 
committee worked very hard to en- 
sure that decisions were made fair- 
ly. I speak for the members of the 
committee when I say that this at- 
tack on our integrity is completely 
unjustified. 

Apparently there has been some 
misunderstanding about the criteria 


for the essay. Although the scholar- 
ships are entitled “STUNT 
scholarships,” they are not given 
to individuals with heavy involve- 
ment in STUNT only. THAT 
WOULD NOT BE FAIR. Instead, 
they are intended for those who ex- 
emplify a well-rounded 
Wesley anne. We feel each recipient 
does exemplify the characteristics 
specified. We did not indulge in an 
“essay contest.” Each item to be 
included in the essay weighed even- 
ly in the final score. For example, 
an essay that scored low in STUNT 
participation could be balanced by 
a high score in academic achieve- 
ment. This scoring procedure was 
not set by me personally, but has 
been used for years in determining 
STUNT scholarship recipients. 

Another question that has arisen 
seems to concern the amounts of 
the scholarships. They are given to 
honor those who excel, not just 
those who need money. This why 
I gave the list of recipients chosen 
by the committee to Melva Lord, 
Director of Financial Planning. Ac- 
cording to previously set pro- 
cedures, she ranked the recipients 
in order of financial need, and then 
assigned scholarship amounts, sub- 
ject to the committee’s approval. 

It saddens me to hear that so- 


meone chosen by our committee to 
exemplify characteristics of a well- 
rounded Wesleyanne and to be 
honored by the receipt of a scholar- 
ship would comment about the 
amount, jokingly or otherwise. 
(This is in reference to the remark 
about attending Wesleyan “for 
free.”) 

It is incredibly disappointing to 
hear that the scholarships were not 
received by all in the spirit in which 
they were given. Obviously some 
members of the Purple Knight class 
are missing the meaning behind 
STUNT. It’s not the receipt of a 
cup or a scholarship, but the ex- 
periences gained through 
sisterhood among the members of 
your class and with other classes. 

If there are any further questions, 
please see me personally so the in- 
formation will be accurate.

AIDS ON CAMPUS

In a slide lecture at the March 2 
convocation. Dr. Richard Keeling 
gave the following statistics on 
AIDS: 

More than 800,000 AIDS cases 
have been reported in the United 
States. 

-There will be a quarter of a 
Million AIDS cases in the U.S. by 
1991. 

'Three in every 1000 college 
students is infected. 

Keeling also gave AIDS patients 
Mimes— names like Fred or John. 
He gave AIDS a face as well, 
lowing a slide of someone with 
AIDS and saying, “This is AIDS. 


Keeling said that his lecture was 
not about “AIDS 101 “-the 
biological facts about AIDS that 
most people know. Instead, he 
spent more time discussing the im- 
plications of AIDS on the lives of 
those in the audience— college 
aged people. 

Keeling said that the first factor 
to consider is that there are people 
in society with AIDS and that there 
are and and will be people m 
schools and colleges with A DS. 
He said it is not “someone else s 
disease”: AIDS has implications 
for everyone. Anyone can ge 
disease, but no one has to. he said. 

Keeling said that three in every 
1000 college students is infected 


with AIDS (that's about 90-100 
people on a campus as large as the 
University of Georgia), but the 
disease is largely invisible on cam- 
puses because it can be about eight 
years before an infected person 
develops AIDS. An infected person 
can still transmit the virus, 
however. 

Another factor the speaker said 
that the audience needed to be 
aware of was that AIDS can be 
transmitted hetrosexually . This 
puts college students at risk. In a 
survey at Oregon State University, 
80 percent of students had had sex- 
ual intercourse, and many did not 
take steps to protect themselves

Wesleyan’s internship program 
is one of its most positive assets. 
Most Wesleyan students participate 
in this program at least once before 
they graduate, and many take 
several different internships in 
order to gain as much experience 
in their chosen field of interest as 
possible. While some of the depart- 
ments require students to intern in 
order to graduate, others do not and 
students then opt to serve an intern- 
ship as an elective. 

This semester, 56 students par- 
ticpated in the internship program. 
Two music major, Julie Baker and 
Terri E. Jones, are interning at 
local churches. Fifteen students are 
working in conjunction with the 
medical field. 

Katie Compain and Cindy Her- 
shey are interning in the local of- 
fices of Senator Wyche Fowler and 
Congressman Roy Rowland, 
respectively. Luisa Dickey is inter- 
ning at WMAZ-TV while Mary 
Therese Grabowski is working at 
WMAZ Radio. Three students, 
Terri Castruccio, Heather Munford 
and Geovette Washington, are in- 
terning at the Greater Macon 
Chamber of Commerce in different 
departments. 

Three students are serving in- 
ternships on the Wesleyan campus: 
Both Kargel in Admissions, Jeanie 
Sanders in the Computer Focus 
Program, and Tianne Wingate at 
the D. Abbot Turner Center for the 
Advancement of Women in 
Business and the Professions. Early 
Childhood Education majors Jackie 
Webb and Donna Carole Stribling 
are interns at local elementary 
schools. 

Other students are interning with 
Certified Public Accountants, local 
banks, hotels, art galleries, law 
firms, the Girl Scouts, the Georgia 
Farm Bureau, Ethan Allen, the 
Methodist Children's Home, the 
Macon Clean Community and 
Energy Commission, the Georgia 
Academy for the Blind, Georgia 
Power Plant, the U.S. Attorney's 
Office, the Museum of Arts and 
Sciences and the Macon Telegraph 
& News. 

Most students agree that the in- 
ternship program is helpful in mak- 
ing career goals and in gaining 
first-hand knowledge and ex- 
perience in their fields of interest. 

Junior Angela Davis, an Interna- 
tional Relations/Business major, is 
interning with the Macon District 
Attorney. She stated that she is get- 
ting a lot of experience in the field 
of law. “I’m learning courtroom 
procedures, laws and basically how 
to evaluate criminal cases,” she 
said. “This is to decide what I real- 
ly want to do after law school— it 
gives me some direction to focus on 
when I get into law school.” 

Senior Natalie Azerraf, who is 


majoring in English/Joumalism, is 
interning at Fluker & Associates. 
She stated that it has been helpful 
in “solidifying my career goals. 
Until this semester. I'd always 
thought journalism meant working 
for a publication— most likely a 
newspaper. Now, though, I realize 
that public relations and advertis- 
ing are all very much a part of a 
publication. This internship has 
helped me have a more open mind 
about a possible career.” 

Donna Sapp, a junior Dual 
Degree/Engineering major, is in- 
terning at the firm of Nottingham, 
Brook and Pennington, which 
works on redesigning the electrical 
and mechanical systems and in- 
teriors of buildings. She has been 
designing computer board 
schedules, which are descriptions 
of electrical load usages. “I have 
a lot of responsibilities,” stated 
Donna, “I’m doing a lot more than 
I expected to do. I love it. The peo- 
ple are really friendly and I’m lear- 
ning a lot that will help me at 
Georgia Tech because I’ve had 
first-hand experience with these 
electrical systems.” 

Junior Kathy Jackson, a Business 
Administration major, interns at 
Trust Company Bank. She par- 
ticipates in their interchange pro- 
gram, in which employees are re- 
quired to participate to learn all 
aspects of the banking industry. 
Rotating among various depart- 
ments, Kathy observes and often 
participates in diverse banking ac- 
tivities. Among the departments 
she has visited are customer rela- 
tions, proof, accounting, ad- 
justments, research and the money 
center. Before the end of the 
semester she will work in 
marketing and loan operations. She 
stated that she has learned that 
“Banking really is a complicated 
business to which accurate details 
are vital!” 

Katie Compain, a sophomore 
majoring in English and 
History/Political Science, is inter- 
ning at Senator Wyche Fowler’s 
Macon office. “I'm able to see how 
constituents’ complaints or requests 
are carried out from the local of- 
fices to the state offices,” she 
stated. "If I choose to go into this 
particular area, I’ve seen the ap- 
propriate channels and how they 
work. It is a good experience, but 
you have to take into account that 
you don’t do much yourself 
because there is only so much you 
can do as an intern.” 

Sophomore Jennifer Smith, a 
Biology major, is interning in the 
Physical Therapy department at the 
Medical Center of Central Georgia, 
and she describes it as being ‘a 
tremendous experience that no one 
should pass up,” She explained, “I 
get hands-on experience by helping 
the patients with their exercises and 


therapy. Although I don’t plan to 
be a physical therapist, it’s been the 
greatest experience I’ve had since 
I’ve been at Wesleyan.” 

There is a great deal of variety 
among the different internships of- 
fered through the internship pro- 
gram. For example, while seniors 
Mary Beth Brown and Tiffany 
Brannen are both Communication 
majors, their internships are very 
different. 

Mary Beth is interning at 
Catherine Liles & Associates, 
where she is learning a great deal 
about marketing. At her internship, 
she has helped with the company’s 
annual report and her assorted ac- 
tivities have included writing press 
releases and dealing with the 
printers. “Competition is tough so 
I’ve had a project in marketing to 
be busy with,” she said, “I’ve got- 
ten to do a variety of things and I 
like that— it’s neat to see how they 
get everything done from start to 
finish.” This is Mary Beth’s third 
internship at Wesleyan and she 
feels that an internship is “really 
good breaking ground.” She ex- 
plained, “I found out about 
Marketing through my internship 
with Charter Medical— my field 
supervisor really guided me and 
helped me decide to go into 
marketing. Last fall I did PR for the 
Macon Mall and realized that 
Public Relations and Marketing are 
related in different environments.” 

Tiffany’s internship with Kids 
America Studio is very different, 
but she too is getting practice with 
her communication and interper- 
sonal skills.
